Obcrman, the hrnehri.iry oI Frank 
Bauer's aerkient insurance policy, 
won her case against the company 
and received the fuff face of the 
policy, three thousand dollars. 

The entire case'hinged upon tha 
word "engaged” as used in the policy, 
the insurance company contending 
that Bauer was engaged in aeronautics 
at the time of the accident and tha 
proaeeutinn holding that he was not 
engaged, but merely a passenger in 
tile plane of the pilot, Dan Aiken. 

The court found that the use of 
the word "engaged" in the policy, 
took the meaning or sense of ''occu¬ 
pation” and it was easily proven 
that Bauer was a telegraph operator 
and not a pilot.

TESTS BEING COMPLETED 

Tests are being completed and 
"bugs" are being ironed from the 
90 miles of cable that have been 
strung between America's pre¬ 
mier city and her neighbor. Two 
cables make up the experimental 
circuit. Terminal equipment, 
enormously complicated by the 
large number of simultaneous 
messages that can be carried, Is 
being revised preparatory to be¬ 
ginning actual service. 

Literally a pipe, the coaxial 
cable consists of a single wire 
Inside a metal tube.

pvEAF PEOPLE do not enjoy 
loud talk. 

When allowed to adjust the 
loudness of the voice to which 
they are . listening, individuals 
with normal ears prefer to have 
it 38 decibels, or loudness unils.
